It asks essentially for the things that Republi- 
cans generally are demanding, namely, ‘“‘A constructive 
Federal regulation rather than the destructive disruption 
of efficient business organizations, behavior and not 
size being the test’’; business efficiency by a budget sys- 
tem in the Government, an adequate merchant marine, 
preparedness for self-defense and protection to American 
institutions and American standards of justice. 

Chis is a good enough platform for any Republican to 
stand upon. While it does not comprehend all that the 
Progressives ask, the latter in offering a renewal of al- 
legiance to the Re p tblicar party say We will not stick 
details.” 

It is also clear that neither of the great political parties 





in their platforms will make a fight on the business inter-
